(Continued from Page 1-A) 
of ground-water from the West 
Basin is about 69,476 aero, feet 
and Is close to twice the estl 
mated replenishment. The prcs 
cnt annual overdraft. Is said to 
be of the magnitude of 29,500 
to 37,700 acre feet.

These accumulated conditions 
point to the ultimate failure of 
the ground-water supply 
throughout the entire area, un 
less remedial measures are 
started, and filing of the law­ 
suit In Superior court is said to 
be the first step to this end.

While Torrance wells have not 
been affected as yet by the 
saline intrusion, the wells are 
not safe as long as the over­ 
draft continues, according to 
Manager William Stanger, of the 
water department, who asked 
the city to become plaintiff* 
to the suit.

Meanwhile, the city approved 
the map fixing the boundaries 
of the proposed Municipal Water 
district in Southwest Torrance. 
The area involved is west of 
Crenshaw blvd. and south of 
Sepulvedn blvd., taking In all 
icrritory in that section of Tor- 
 ance except Hollywood Riviera.

The council postponed for

water district in'North Torrance.
